Up Differences, 
Will Get Lights 


W ashingtonville 
Case 
Is 
Settled, Company To 
Pay Costs. 


The case of the Ohio (¡us Ar Klee 
trie Co. aga.nst the village of Wash 
ingtonville has been settled by ngre- 
m ent ami an entry made in court to 
that effect. 
The company is to pay 
the costs o f the suit and under the 
agreement it Is to have th e light ;o 
erect poles and iustall a lighting s \s 
tern for th e town. 
Five years ago the village passed 
a 
franchise ordinance allow ing 
the 
company the right to erect poles and 
string wires, hut no step was taken 
by the com pany to carry out its priv­ 
ileges. 
R ecently when an effort was 
m ade to erect poles, the village ofti 
ciais had them cut down 
and 
the 
holes th a t had been dug for other 
poles were filled up. 
T he com pany then w ent into eour 
for relief, but exam ination of the* re. 
ords show ed that the franchise ordi 
nance had n ’Vor been published and 
was not th erefo re in effort. W hile th** 
case was pending term s of settlem ent 
w ere ag reed upon and the town will 
¡get light.

A prohibitory statute of Henry VII’s 
reign forbade card playing save during 
the Christinas holidays, o f course this 
prohibition extended only to persons of 
humble rank. 
Sir linger De f'overley took care to 
provide both creature com fort and 
amusement for his neighbors at christ- 
rnas by sending *‘a string of hog's pud­ 
dings and a pack of cards” to every 
poor fam ily in the parish. 
Even the pulpit comes in for its 
share of anecdote* regarding playing 
cards. Fuller gives an exam ple <»f a 
clergyman

12:3, “A s (iod hath dealt to every 
man the measure of faith." The rever­
